Judge Elbert H. Gary, Chairman of 
the Board of the United States Steel 
Corporation,. late. yesterday afternoon 
announced: a reduction in steel prices 
ranging from $1.50 to as much as $15 
a ton for ‘tin plate. The announcement 


stated that the action of substantially 


réducing - steel prices was taken after 
consultation with>the Presidents of the 
various subsidiary companies, who were. 
‘called to: New : York: yesterday to give 
careful semrenretion to. the whole 
subject.

In some instances the prices quoted 
are higher than those of the independ- 
ent concerns, while in others the prices 
are below those of the independents. In 
the-case of steel billets, for example, the 
price now quoted by the Steel Corpora- 
tion is $37.00. _per gross ton while $38.00 
is being quoted by the independent con- 
cérns.

NO TRACE OF ASSAILANT 


Interference of Janitor’s Wife in

' Drives Bandit Away. 


The struggle of the police to conceal 
violent crimes. failed yesterday to hide 
one of the most brutal assaults coni- 
mitted by a robber during the whole era 
of violent lawlessness, the victim of 
which was-an elderly woman. The rob- 
ber, working alone, escaped with a $700 
ving and the victim, Mrs. Daniel 
Iigraham of 48° West Seventy-third 
Street, said’ to be a sister-in-law of ex- 
Supreme Court Justice George L.. Ingra- 
ham, took to her bed in her apartment, 
suffering seriously from an encounter 
in which she was blackjacked over the 
head, a fingernail was torn off and her 
clothes were ripped to shreds in a 
search for other jewelry she wore in a 
bag at her waist. 

Detectives of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Station, summoned after the 
criminal had made good his escape, got 
a detailed description of a glib, smooth- 
spoken, nice-mannered and apparently 
well-educated young man. Many-hours 
after they had investigated the robbery 
they had-not made an arrest nor recov- 
ered the ring. 

Mrs. Ingraham occupies an apartment 
on the third floor, in which there are 
more rooms than she needs.

REPORT TWO PICKED 
FOR TRANSIT BOARD 


George McAneny and Leroy T. 
Harkness Said to Have Been 
Chosen by Governor. 











THIRD AREGULAR DEMOCRAT 


Names Will Not Be Announced 
Until After Public Service 
Commission Is Formed. 


Although Governor Miller declined yes- 
terday to divulge the names of the men 
he was considering for appointment to 
the new Traction Commission, it was 
learned from another source that he had 
practically decided upon the three mem- 
bers and was delaying their announce- 
ment until he had definitely . decided 
upon the five members of the Public 
Service Commission, 

George McAneny, former President 
of the Board of Aldermen, and Leroy 
T. Harkness, former. Assistant. Counsel 
of the Public Service .Commission of 
the First’ District, were said to be two 
of the three men under seriolis consid- 
eration. by the Governor for appoint- 
ment as Transit Commissioners: The 
name of the third man could not be 
learned, but he was said to be a Demo- 
crat of prominence who would not be 
unsatisfactory to the regular Democratic 
organization: As. Mr. MeAnefiy is an 
Independent Democrat, these appoint- 
ments, if made, would place two Déemo- 
crats and one Republican on the Tran- 
sit Commission .charged with the impor- 
tant work of reorganizing the city’s 
transit facilities.” 

It was learned from the same author- 
itative source that it is Governor’ Mil- 
ler’s intention to appoint Republicans 
only to the Public Service Commission 
and that two of the five commissioners 
will be residents of New York City. 
ex-Controller William <A. Prendergast 
may be named as a member of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, it was said, but 
is not likely to be appointed to the 
Transit Commission. If Mr. 
gast, a resident of Brooklyn, should be 
named, it was said that the other New 
York City member would _brobably be 
from Manhattan. 


May Announce Eight This Week. 


When seen at the Hotel St. Regis, 
just before his return to Albany, Gov- 
ernor Miller declined to discuss appoint- 
ments to the two commissions. The 
Governor said he might announce all 
eight appointments this week, but that 
it would depend somewhat upon the ad- 
journment of the Legislature. He ex- 
plained by this that, if the Legislature 
should decide to continue until next 


week, he might delay the appointments 
until then. He said he would make the 
appointments before adjournment so 
that they might be confirmed by the 
State Senate. 

Color to the report that Mr. Harkness 
and Mr. Prendergast were slated for 
appointments was given by their pres- 
ence at the St. Regis for a conference 
with the Governor. Mr. McAneny was 
among the Governor’s callers on - the 
preceding day. 

When asked if he intended to appoint 
Mr. Harkness or Mr. Prendergast, the 
Governor. replied : 

“You'll have to use your own imag- 


ination."’ 

Mr. McAneny, Mr. Harkness and Mr. 
Prendergast all declined to discuss the 
report that they were slated for ap- 
pointment.

{t,"’ said Mr. McAneny. “I mean by 
that I had rather not go into any dis- 


cussion."’

Lodge and Knox Back 
the President's Ban 
On the League. 


JOHNSON VOICES. ELATION 


Declares Covenant “Scrapped” 
in Accord With Harding’s 
Campaign Position. 


HITCHCOCK DISAPPOINTED 


Democratic Treaty. Champion 
Sees a Refusal to Join in 
Steadying Europe.

WASHINGTON, April 12:—Republican 
Senators, reservationists as well as irre- 
concilables, expressed today unqualified 
approval of the President’s views and 
policies as outlined in his address to the 
Congress. Sénators Johnson, Borah, 
Moses and Norris of .the irreconcilable 
group insisted that the President had 
now aligned himself with their wing of 
the party, while Senators Lodge, Kel- 
logg and others who voted-to ratify the 
Treaty of Versailles with the Lodge res- 
ervations were just as enthusiastic in 
their endorsement of the address. 

Senators Johnson, Borah, Moses and 
Nortis joined in proclaiming that the 
address spelled the death of the League 
of Nations, while Senator Penrose as- 
serted that in his opinion the outstanding 
feature was. its rejection -of what he 
described as ‘‘ the autocrocy and ‘big- 
otry of the Wilsqn Administration.” 

The view expressed by Senator Hitch- 
cock, ranking Democratic member. of the 
Committee. on Foreign Relations, was 
that, so far as. international affairs 
were concerned, the address was disap- 
pointing.. Senator Reed, one..of the 
Democratic. irre¢oncilables, said that he 
approved the President’s references to 
the League and then added that, as for 
the rest of the address, he was frank to 
admit that he did not know what the 
President’ meant. Mr: Pomerene, the 
President’s former .Democratic colleague 
in the Senate, said that he wanted: to see 
what the Harding association of na- 
tions was before making any comment. 


Lodge ‘“‘ Very Much Pleased.” 
Here are some of the opinions of the 
address as voiced by Senators 7 both 
parties: 

Senator Lodge of peienisesisiles Re- 
publican leader and Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations: "I 
am very much pleased with the message, 
especially with the finality of Mr. Har- 
cing’s position on the League of Na- 
tions. The message should prove to be 
very helpful to the business interests of 
the nation. Mr. Harding made very 
many excellent practical suggestions, 
and he covered the entire field of do- 


mestic problems in a manner which. 


showed his entire familiarity. with the 
situation confronting the nation.” 
Senator Knox, Republican, of Penn- 
sylvania: ‘‘ I am more than pleased, not 
at all surprised, at the President's mes- 
sage. The parts relating to our foreign 
affairs, in which I am particularly in- 
terested, are very gratifying. The 
President has shown a consistent and 
virile Americanism -by rejecting abso- 
lutely the idea of our country entering 
into the European  supergovernment, 
euphoniously designated as the League 
of Nations. His declaration for imme- 
diate peace through repeal of the con- 


-| gressional resoliftion declaring a state of 


war with the Central Powers is consis- 
tent with his attitude as a member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee and as 
a Senator. 

‘“ His suggestion that the declaration 
of policy as to our attitude toward the 
recrudescence of threatening militarism 
should be temporarily postponed is en- 
tirely agreeable to me. Such a declara- 
tion relates to the future and may well 
be deferred until there is some stabili- 
zation of present world confusion. 

#* Such a declaration of policy was not 
a@ part of the peace resolution passed by 
the last Congress. I first suggested it 
almost. a year before the peace resolu- 
tion was introduced as a part of the 
resolution calling upon_the Peace Con- 
ference to separate the League of Na- 
tions from that part of the treaty de- 
signed to establish peace between Ger- 
many and the allied and associated 
powers. My purpose was to give assur- 


ance that such severance did not mean j- 


an expression of aloofness by the United 
States from conditions that might in the 
future threaten the civilization of the| W 
world.

The orthodox Jews say that the Zion- 
ist Commission is a failure and has 
achieved ‘nothing, and that it has spent

| salaries, It is now maintaining schools 
and a land utilities bureau and handling 


contracts of immigrants with.the Public 
Works Department. 

* Young men and women living in tents 
are repairing roads on-piecework. They 
average $1.50 to $2 a day. I saw thirty- 
five immigrants from Poland excavating 
Solomon’s.Pools for 75 cents a day, pay- 
ing 55 cents for food, leaving 20 censt for 
tobacco, washing and repairs to shoes 
‘and clothing. 

This is not a living wage in Palestine, 
except for Arabs, and the men are dis- 
satisfied. They are sleeping in. tents 
and inside the ruins of the crusaders’ 
castle without conveniences in an fso- 
lated spot, and are afraid of attacks by 
wandering Bedouths at night, All are 
ex-soldiers, except one man, who has a 
wife and six children in Warsaw waiting 
for him to send for them. 

Professor Dehaan’s Views. 

Professor Jacob Dehaan, legal ad- 
viser of the Orthodox Jews, numbering 
7,000, asserts that the Zionist Commis- 
sion is in the hands of unpractical men 
from Central Hurope, full of visionary 
achemes to aink the millions of dollars 
they expect to obtain from American 
Jewry. As an.example he quotes his 
frequent appeals to start a bakery in 
Jerusalem. The only one is ih the 
hands of a Jew who charges any price 
he likes.

Outside the armory 
3,000 persons waited, hoping for an op- 
portunity to gain admittance. 

In presenting Dr: Weizmann, Judge 
Gustave Hartmann, who presided,” gave 
credit to the leadér of the World Zionist 
Organization for obtaining Palestine as 
a homeland for the Jewish people.under 
@ British mandate. ‘He referred to Pro- 
fessor HMinstein as the ‘‘ master intellect 
and greatest scientist of the age.”’ 

President Harding, in a letter express- 
ing his regret that public engagements 
made it impossible for him to attend, 
said of Dr. Weizmann and Profesgor 
Einstein: 

‘Representing as they do leadership 
in two different realms, their visit must 
remind people‘ of the great services that 
the Jewish race have rendered to hu- 
manity.’’

Be- 
tween the United States and its pos- 
sessions there should be ample com- 
munication facilities providing direct 
services at reasonable rates. Between 
the United States and other countries 
not only should there be adequate 
facilities, but these should be, so far 
as practicable, direct and free ‘from 
foreign intermediation. 

Friendly co-operation should be ex- 
tended to international efforts aimed 
at encouraging improvement of inter- 
national communication facilities and 
designed to further the exchange of 
messages.

We have 
witnessed, yea, we have participated 
in the supremely tragic episode of. 
war, but our deeper concern is in‘ the 
continuing life of nations and the de- 
velopment of civilization. 

We must not allow our vision to be: 
impaired by the conflict among our- 
selves. The weariness at home and: 
the disappointment to the world have 
been compensated ™in the proof that 
this republic will surrender none of 
the heritage of nationality, but our 
rights in international relationship 
have to be asserted; they require 
establishment in compacts of amity:

CITY BAR ASSOCIATION 
CONDEMNS NEW LAWS 


Opposes City Purchase and Con- 
demnation of Building Land, 
and Ending Civil Arrests. 


Almost all the pending’ State legisla- 
tion considered by the Committee on 
Amendment of the Law of the City Bar 
Association is condemned in the fourth 
instalment of ‘its report, made public 
yesterday. The committee, of which

THE FAITHLESS BOLSHEVIKI, 

It may or may not be true that’ Bol- 
sheyist agents have helped foment the 
miners’ strike in England, but evi- 
dence of their continued activity in 
India, In Persia and Mesopotamia, as 
well as in many other countries, has 
been piling up. Was not the trade 
agreement between Great Britain and 
Soviet Russia to make an end of this 
revolutionary propaganda? The de- 
fense of LLorp Gzorag was that he was 
saving the empire from seditious 
movements at the cost merely of enter- 
ing into commercial relations with the 
Soviet Government. But what exactly 
was the promise that he got? It was 
that the Soviets would abstain from 
“ official propaganda.'’ These are the 
precise words of the trade agreement, 
But Lenin must have grinned as he 
signed it. ‘He can say that he is unable 
to control the individual propagandists 
who have gone abroad from Russia. 
Moreover, there is the Third Interna- 
tienal, of which propaganda is the 
very life-blood. That organization is 
pledged by its very terms to carry on 
revolutionary propaganda everywhere.. 

Who is the head of the Third In- 
ternational? Why, LENIN. He is also 
the head of the Soviet Government. 
In the latter capacity he solemnly 
pledges himself to refrain from propa- 
ganda... But as directing spirit of the 
Third International, all the leaders of 
which are Soviet officiais, hé is in 
propaganda up to his neck, It is for 
him a most convenient double char- 
acter—he always has his alias ready. 

Is the British Prime Minister waking 
up to the fact that In this matter he 
has been tricked by the Russian Dic- 
tator? ‘Y7e do not. know. What we 
do know is that Lioryp Geroras,’ no 
longer ago than Oct. 8, 1920, declared 
that ‘‘the Government of Russia 
“9 * * does not command confi- 
** dence. It breaks pledges. It makes 
‘a pretense of making peace, and 
“then insidiously takes advantage of 
* it to try to poison the atmosphere of 
“your own country.” That seems to 
be an accurate description of what 
Soviet Russia has done in connection 
with the trade agreement which it 
G@uped Liorp Gorey into signing.

MR. HARDING ON FINANCE AND 
BUSINESS. 

In so far as the President's address 
to Congress makes explicit recommen- 
dations concerning public finance and 
the conduct of business, they will ‘be 
generally approved... Mr. Hanrprne is 
atrong for cutting down Government 
expenditures. Meanwhile, he indicates 
the need of an ‘ orderly funding ’’ of 
the public debt. In addition to the 
easing of the burden of the texpayers 
by rigid economy at Washington, the 
President would relieve them of vexa- 
tious and unproductive taxation. He 
definitely favors the repeal of the 
excess profits tax and the ‘‘ abolition 
** of inequities and unjustifiable éx- 
** asperations in the present system.” 
This is distinctly a word of good cheer 
and hope. 

On the subject of the tariff, the 
President utters the commonplaces of 
protection. In levying customs duties, 
he ‘would ‘‘ resist that selfishness 
which turns to greed,’* but would 
“ hold our own markets seoure.”* Pro- 
‘tectionists who listened to this would 

go away, like Tennyson's Northern 
Farmer from’ the sermon, satisfied 
that, the speaker, had said what he 
ought to have said. When the time 
comes to apply in practice the Presi- 
dent's smooth maxims about the tariff, 
we shall know how the result ought 
to be judged.

SACREDNESS OF NICKEL FARES. 

The Supreme Court decides in four 
cases from Jowa and Texas that the 
right and authority to fix reasonable 
rates for public utilities ‘' does not 
‘* include the right to fix rates which 
“are go low as to be confiscatory of 
‘the property of such e@orporations.” 
The cases cover both franchise fares 
and contract fares, and. one decision 
corrects the ‘‘ error” of the court be- 
low ‘‘ in enforcing such [confiscatory] 
** rates on the theory of the existence 
** of a contract.” Whereupon the 
Corporation Counsel of this city dis- 
covers differences in details which 
distinguish these four cases from. the 


situation of New York City under} 


either the dual subway. contracts’ or 
under the new laws for the modifica- 
tion of the contracts. The Senator 
from California is the highest author- 
ity on the part of the city regarding 
the status of the dual subway con- 
tracts ynder the Constitution of 
either New York or the United States, 
and more coffidence would be felt if 
he had enlightened New Yorkers upon 
the method of avoiding the Constitu- 
tion of the United States by making 
a contract or franchise which. should 
be valid although confiscatory. There 
is no explanation of the silence of the 
city’s leading counsel in the fare 
cages, He may be in California, 
where only one in ten utilities paid 
dividends in 1920, the majority add to 
their deficits yearly and several fail to 
earn even operating expenses. 

The modification -of contracts by 
agreement of the parties, or in some 
cases by court procedure, is' within 
experience of all men of affairs. The 
dual subway contracts are not modi- 
fied in the interest of the city and 
the riders because the city officials 
will not listen to reason, Their idea 
of efficiency in their duties is to 
treat publie utilities as enemies and 
to punish them at whatever cost or 
pain to others. 

That franchise fares may be modi- 
fied in this State under the police 
power was decided in a gas case nd 
longer ago than last month, .The de- 
cision was that the public’ interest is 
superior to unjust or unreasonable 
rates. fixed in a franchise in the case 
of a public utility and that the con- 
stitutional provision against impairing 
the obligation of contracts did not 
apply, except that the State could not 
modify such contracts merely on the 
ground of insuffictency of pi 

Nevertheless, both New York City 
and New York State officials have 
taken the ground that Federal courts 
have no jurisdiction to interfere with 
the regulation of public utilities 
under State law. When the Supreme

The police love to compare the re- 
sult of their present énergies with that 
of Mr. Roossve.t when he was Police 
Commissioner. The utmost actual 
effect of his rigors was that a man 
couldn't get a drink on Sunday in a 
saloon where he wasn't known. While 
duly edified by the labors of the police, 
let us not expect too much, Rum was 
not spilt ina day. Remembering how 
sporadic in the past was the police 
vigor in regard to the Excise laws, 
the Drys need be in no pressing hurry 
about ordering their ascension: robes. 
The friends of law, be they Dry or 
Wet, will applaud the course of the 
police. so long ag they neb, uniformly 
and consistently, the violators’ of the 
State Prohibition Enforcement laws 
without neglecting the violators of 
other laws quite as important. The 
Police Department is on. its good be- 
havior. No doubt Governor MILLE 
haunts Mr. ENRIGHT’sa dreams. If 
any touch of fever is noticeable in 
language or method,’ /the cynical 
mustn't attribute it to the long han- 
kering of the Commissioner for an in- 
crease in the number of policemen. 
If the analytical chemists are Mkely 
to be worked to death and the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office and General 
Sessions choked with cages, that is no 
affair of the police, They are to ar- 
rest and keep on arresting, Space, 
time, kinks of the law and subtleties 
of the lawyers and the natural, de- 
pravity of juries needn't bother or 
deflect. their resolute purpose.

THE PLAYGOER’S STRIKE. 

Current reductions in the price of 
theatre tickets are less remarkable in 
themselves, than in the fact that they 
have come so tardily. According to 
all precedent, luxuries should be the 
first to suffer. But in food, clothing 
and other indispensables the buyers’ 
strike came many months ago. Bilks, 
automobiles and dispensable articles in 
general have endured their spasm and 
are on the road to recovery. The 
theatres, meanwhile, have been selling 
out steadily at prices that a few years 
ago would have been prohibitive. 
Even now only a corporal’s guard of 
productions have reduced the price of 
tickets to $3 for musical comedy and 
$2.50 for drama; it is for next Winter 
that a. general reduction to these by 
no means moderate figures is prophe- 
sied. 

A return to pré-war prices is un- 
likely, if not impossible. 
and wages cost more. Actors’ salaries 
have been raised by the competition of 
moving picture producers to hitherto 
incredible figures and will doubtless 
remain there. For a variety of rea- 
sons the road tour, which used to net 
the chief profits, has tended to become 
unremunerative. Transportation rates 
are high; the salaries of leading 
actors prevent sending a true “* Broad- 
way cast ’’ on tour; the competition of 
local moving picture houses is de- 
structive. Many once profitable one- 
night stands are ‘* dead,” and even 
large cities are less hospi @ to the 
spoken drama than they wefre.. Once 
it was possible to “* break even "on a 
Broadway run, or continue it at a 
loss, and Still make adequate profits 
on the road.» Nowadays sound policy 
requires that a profit shall be made 
from the start, Broadway itself must 
pay for what Broadway gets. 

Yet this does not explain the per- 
gistence of war-time prices. -In all 
probability it is related to the dying 
out of the road tour. The small town, 
and indeed many cities, have become 
dramatically arid wastes, from which 
Play, lovers swarm to the metropolis 


to. slake their thirst. It was lately| 


noted that in Boston and other of the 
mearer cities ‘* Broadway parties ’’ 
have become frequent and fashion- 
able. The visiting buyer and the tour- 
iat transient we have always with us. 
All these are of the class that feels 
tardily if at all thé blight of commer- 
@lal depression, They are the ultimate 
ependers, and the last stronghold of 
their extravagance is a visit to the 
Great White Way. .

VITAMINES FOR YALE.‘ 
“If the: athletes now training — for 
‘Yale teams could be fed the _ proper 
‘* legumes,” says Dr, Evcane CriL.y, 
the Litchfield County chemist, ‘‘ there 


‘ig nq doubt that Yale would regain |: 


“her athletie supremacy.” The 
bi proper legumes ” are those ‘that con- 
tain vitamines, the more the better. 
It seems very simple, There was an 
impression that Yale had declined in 
football prestige for lack of coaches 
‘who could match wits with the inven- 
tive Havauton of Harvard. It was 
supposed that Yale’s.rowing prospects 
suffered from a partial British eclipse, 
But there seems, to have been a chem- 
ical reason, a deficiency in vitamines— 
according to Dr, Gritty. The worked- 
ever, worn-out Connecticut soil does 
not produce the ‘“‘ proper legumes.” 
Even spinach is not at its best there— 
spinach that teems with  vitamines. 
The doctor has appealed to Governor 
Everett Lake, to conjure. with the 
State Réclamation act, the Legislature 
helping, so that Cennecticut shall re- 
cover its pristine. feéundity. .. The 
Governor is an old Harvard football 
star. However, his State should come 
first. 

The more. productive the soll the 
more vitamines, and, as a sequel, thé 
stronger the breed, of men, So Dr, 
Critty, For a time the Middle West 
produced, invincible athletes. But the 
soll is not so vitalizing as it was, 
and the sceptre passea to the Pacific 
Slope. There have been long periods 
in Yale athletics when Harvard was 
annually an easy victim. Take foot- 
ball, to illustrate. From 1875 to 1907 
a Harvard victory was rare as a white 
blackbird. There was a deadly 
monotony: about the triumphal march 
of Yale over Harvard's prostrate form, 
Vitamines had not been heard of then. 
Perhaps too few of them got into: the 
Harvard system. At ahy rate, Dr. 


Euior’s young men ‘did not know How’ 


With the advent 
of the adroit and crafty HauGuHron the 
Yale star paled, was almost enched. 


There were four amazing years, 1912. 


to 1915 inclusive, when HarvVard made 
112 points to Yale’s 5. Three years 
Yale didn’t score at all, Can it be that 
the wily HaucuTon had discovered the 
secret of vitamines?

“Teachers who are paid out of public 
funds to instruct children have no right 
to believe in or advocate changes*in the

changes by peaceful means, but they 
have not the right to do it while they 
subsist on public funds.’

NEW BOOKMAKING 
LAW 1S REPORTED 


Assembly to Pass Upon Pette 
Bill, Which Affects System 
of Betting at Tracks. 


Special to The New'¥York Times. 

> April 12.—The Rules Com- 
mittee of the Assembly tonight voted to 
report favorably the bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Nicholas. M.+ Pette of 
Queens adding a new section to the 
penal law relative to gambling, which 
attempts to define ‘‘ bookmaking with- 
out writing.’’ It was stated tonight that 
in all probability the Pette. bill would 
pass the Assembly at least. It will be 
on the second reading calendar in the 
lower house tomorrow. 

There are ‘two race tracks in .the 
district represented by Assemblyman 
Petté, and for that reason his sponsor- 
ship of a measure which, it is claimed 
in racing circles, may’ result in closing 
up the race tracks has aroused both sur- 
prise and curiosity at the Capitol. 

Assemblyman Pette himself could not 


‘be found tonight, but. he has already 


disavowed any intention. hostile to the 
racing interests and declared ‘that all he 
seeks is the elimination of back-fence 
betting by having it defined as book- 
making and brought within the mean- 
ing of that definition in the penal] law. 


Text of the Bill.

BILL UP IN MICHIGAN. 
TO CURB FORD'S PAPER 


Would a New Crime of 
“General Libel’’ for Articles 
Against Any Religion. 


Bpectal to The New York Times. 

LANSING, Mich., April 12.—A bill to 
compel Henry Ford’s magazine, The 
‘Dearborn Independent, to change’ its 
policy regarding the Jews or to cease 
publication and circulation in Michigan. 
was introduced in the House Monday 
night by Representative George Welsh 
of Grand Rapids. 

The bill creates and defines tie new 
crime of ‘' general -libel”’ and provides 
penalties up to $1,000 or:one year in 
‘prison, making each publication a 
separate offense. It prohibits the cir- 
culation of statements intended to hold 
any religion or its adherents up to pub- 
lic. ridicule.

Miss Rose Weiss, of Mr. Recht’s law 
office, later went to Ellis Island, where 
she told officials that the instructions 
from Russia were explicit in pointing out 
that the order affected all Russians 
seeking to enter. the Soviet republic 
from the’ United States. Miss Weiss 
said. the position the Soviet Government 
took was that since our Government did 
not recognize any Soviet . representative 
here with passport issuing. powers, it 
was unwilling to. receive Russians de- 
ported from this country. Miss Weiss 
added that the order was not permanent 
and was subject to possible change. 

John J nin, representative of Lat- 
via in this country, informed the Ellis 
Island officials that he had received a 
cablegram from his government stating 
that no further visés affording safe con- 
duct through his country would be is- 
sued for deported Russians. By agree- 
ment between’ Russia and Latvia, it 
was said, the United States has been 
sending its deportees to Soviet territory 
by way of Latvia. 

According to Miss Weiss, the law firm 
of Hale, Nelles &' Schorr, which repre- 
sented most of the ‘thirty-five awaiting 
deportation, cabled to the Soviety gov- 
rernment. yesterd aski that an ek- 
ception be made in this instance. Leo 
Russel, deporting agent of the immigra- 
tion department, was at Ellis Island 
yesterday arranging the final details 
for the exodus which has been halted. 
What action the officials would take 
could not be learned last night.

- PARIS, April 12.—The astonishing fact 
is revealed that while Greece is fighting 
in Anatolia to enforce the terms of the 
Treaty of Sévres signed by all the Allies, 
one of these Allies, Italy, is bound by a’ 
secret treaty with the Turkish Nation- 
alists to see that Greece does not get 
that for. which she is fighting Mustapha 

Kemal’s Turkish armies. 

This agreement between Rome and 
Angora was arranged at London last 
month between Count Sforza, the For- 
eign Minister for Italy, and Bekir Same, 
representing Kemal]. It was known that 
at the time the French signed the agree- 
ment with the. Turkish Nationalists 
which was announced providing for 
peace in Cllicia, the Italians had signed 
some sort:of agreement. This agree- 
ment was not even communicated to the 
other Allies, and in the last week the 
English Government, perhaps acting for 
the Athens .Government, instructed its 
Minister at Rome to find out what was 
the accord.
